GUITEAU’S CHANCES. 
A prominent member of the Bar of the 
Criminal Court of the District has prepared 


the following statement of the law .respect- 
ing a homicide where the act and the death 
occur in different jurisdictions, with a con- 
crete application to Guiteau’s case, if the 
President should die at Long Branch. It is 
approved by the Bar of the Criminal Court 
generally: The removal of the President 
to Long Branch would seem, in the event of 
a fatal termination ef bis injuries, te pre- 
clude the possibility of convicting his assasin 
of murder in a legal aspect, The ease pre- 
sented would be simply thatof a person who 
had received a mortal wound in the District 
of Columbia, from the effects of which his 
death had taken place elsewhere, and under 
these circumstances the courts of the Dis 
trict would not have jurisdiction of the 
offense as a homicide, but would be confined 
to a consideration of the assault merely. At 
common law murder, in common with other 
offenses, must be inquired into in the county 
wherein committed, and it was thought in 
England that where the mortal stroke had 
been given in one county and the death had 
happened in another, that the offense was 
not consummated or completed in either; 
that the jury of the first county could not 
take notice of the death which took place in 
the second, and that the juryin the second 
could hot inquire of the wounding in the 
first. Finally, the Statutes II. and III. Ed- 
ward V. were passed by Parliament, which 
provided that in such cases the tria 

SHOULD BE IN THE COUNTY WHERE THE 

DEATH HAPPENS. 

In this country the question has beeupassed 
upon by the highest courts in several of the 
States. In Virginia, in the case of the Com- 
mon wealth vs Linton, the Court of Appeals 
were unanimeusly of the opinion that the 
defendant could not be tried and convicted 
of the murder charged in the indictment, 
which alleged the mortal stroke to have been 
given in a county in Virginia, and the death 
of the person stricken at a county.in the 
State of Ohio. [II. Virginia, Casen, 205; II. 
Mississippi.} In the case of Stoughton vs 
The State, where it appeared that the death 
wound was inflicted in one county, while 
the death occurred in another, the high 
Court of Errors and Appeals, in quashing 
the indictment, used the following language: 

“The better opinion seems to have been 
that, by the common law, where the blow 
was given in one county and the death hap- 

ned in another, the offender was not tria- 

le in either.“ —13 Sm. and M. 255. 

THE SUPREME COURT OF NEW JERSEY, 
in the case of the State vs. Carter, 3 Dutch, 
400, held that an ingiptinent charging a feio- 

nious assault in New York, and that the 

party-injured came into and died from its 
effects in New Jersé¢y, intended no crime 
against the State. The coneluding portions 
of the opinion of the court is as follows: 

is said that if we do not take jurisdic- 
tion the defendant will go unpunished, inas- 
much as the party injured not dy in New 
York he could not be guilty of murder there. 
But New York may provide by law for such 
cases, and if she does not, it is their fault 
and not ours, ete.“ 

The question wasalso considered in North 
Carolina in Orrell’s case, 1 Der., 238, and in 
Tennessee, in Riley’s c y Humphrey, 646, 
and in the year 1809 the old Circuit Court of 
the District of Columbia, sitting in Alex- 
andra, which place was then a part of 
district, gave judgment for the defendant, 
and the case of the United States vs. Bladen, 
in which case the prisoner had been indicted 
for manslaughter, and in which it appeared 
„that the mortal blow was given in Alex- 
andria, and the death happened in St. Mary's 
County, in the State of Maryland. The case 
is reported in Vol. 1, at page 548, of Cranch’s 
Circuit Court Reports, and, although the de- 
fendant had been found guilty as indicted, 
the Court held that under the circumstances 
the offense was not complete within its juris- 
diction. The prisoner was, however, heid 
to answer an indictment for assault and bat- 
tery.

Owing to the numerous 
matters the jury will haveto deal with as 
promptly as possible, it is under- 
stood to be the desire of the prosecut- 
ing officers to have the jury relieved 
of much of the other business to 
be laid before it, in order that the star-route 
cases may oceupy the uninterrupted atten- 
tion of the jury after they are taken up.

During an interview of this 
nature, shortly before the 2d of July, the 
President very emphatically refused to 
adopt the policy urged upon n and there 
is every reason to believe should he re- 
cover and be able to give his attention to the 
subject, he will stand firmly and untiringly in 
his support of the Attorney-General and his 
associates in their efforts to secure the pun- 
ishment of all shown to be guilty of commit- 
ting or conniving at frauds upon the Gov- 
ernment.

EAR. Grey was a member of the House 
of Commons when the Cobden Treaty was 
negotiated, and opposed it on the ground 
that it was a departure from the principles 
of free trade.

The princi- 
ple of free trade in its widest application 
requires duties to be levied for revenue only, 
without discrimination in favor of or against 
any particular mation or group of nations.

THE growth of Republicanism in Maine 
sifice the election of last year may not be ex- 
actly measured by the election of ex-Gov. 
Dingley to fill the vacancy in the Lower 
House of Congress created by the elevation 
ot Mr. Frye to the Senate. But the margin is 
on the right side. The Republican majority 
is 4,947, against 2,075 last year. Part of the 
increase is undoubtedly to the feeling 
that the Republican party in the district 
should not suffer for the honor conferred 
upon its Representative by a promotion to 
the Senate. But the gain may also be at- 
tributed in part to sympathy with the Re- 
publiean Administration which took a Seere- 
tary of State from Maine, and has thus far 
done nothing to forfeit the confidence of the 
people, while it has suffered much in its rep- 
oo en capacity on account of the peo- 
ple.

Tne International Cotton Exposition short- 
ly to be opened at Atlanta is expected to ac- 
complish much for the industrial develop- 
ment of the South, It mayalso havea good 
effect politically. There will be thousands of 
exhibitors and visitors from the North. They 
will take back with them a better knowledge 
of Southern modes of life and a more cordial 
appreciation of the good qualities of the 
Southern character than they possessed be- 
fore.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL MUDDLE: 
The people of lllinois are blessed with a 
good Constitution, which carefully protects 
and guarantees to them all the civil and re- 
ligious liberty that can be desired; but just 


. at this time they have something that seems 


like too much Constitution. The Constitu- 
tion of 1870 provided for the annual election 
of several county officers, and provided for 
the length of their terms. These officers, 
under that Constitution, would fill out the 
terms for which they were elected in Decem- 
ber, 1881, and in November, 1881, their suc- 
cessors would be elected. But, at the elec- 
tion of 1880, an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was adopted providing that an election 
should be held in November, 1882, for these 
offices. Hereupon has arisen the question, 
What is to be done with the of- 
fices, the terms of which expire in 1881, 
and for which an election is provided in 
1882? Three theories have been advanced: 
(1) That the present incumbents hold over 
a year beyond the term for which they were 
elected; (2) that an election shall be held in 
1881, the persons elected to serve until their 
successors are chosen in 1882; and (3) that 
the present incumbents all go outin 1881 at 
the expiration of their terms, and that their 
places be filled, some by the Governor and 
the others by the County Boards, until 1882. 
There are 102 County Judges in the State, 
and as vacancies for less than one year in 
the Judiciary are filled by appointment by 
the Goveraor, Gov. Cullom is understood to 
have the opinion that after November it will 


be his duty to appoint these 102 County Judges 


—as it will be the duty of the County Boards 
to appoint the other county officers. Of 
course the present incumbents deny this 
theory, and insist that they hold over a year 
beyond: their term. The Attorney-General 
of the State, as well as other lawyers, insists 
that, as the amendment to the Constitution 
provides for no more than that an election 
shall be held in 1882 for these offices, it pro- 
vides for no change in the tenure of the 
offices until that time, and therefore there 
must be an election in Noveraber, 1881. 

In these conflicting opinions efforts have 
been made to have a case which can be de- 
termined at tne present term of the Supreme 
Court, but there is a great want of patriot- 
ism. Any person holding the office of Coun- 
ty Treasurer or Judge could resign his office, 
and then there might arise the question 
whether an election should be cailed in No- 
vember to fill the vacancy, but, strange as 
it may seem, though all these officers are 
confident that the hold over not one of them 
will resign in order to have that fact judi- 
cially determined. Even the persons hold- 
ing these offices in this county most respect- 
fully refuse to resign, though they can get 
a pledge that they will be appointed prompt- 
ly to fill the vacancy. On the other hand, a 
County Judge in Central Illinois, who now 
holds by appointment, has offered to resign 
if the Governor would promise to reappoint 
him; but the Governor, who thinks his power 
to appoint after November is as clear as 
Holy Writ, refuses to make the promise and 
have the case decided authoritatively. Va- 
rious efforts have been made to get up cases 
involving only parts of the question at issue, 
but it is to be hoped that a fair case, 
and one involving a decision of the full 
question, will be presented to the court, 
and that a decision will be rendered that 
will leave no room for dispate. This is 
due to the State, due to the public whose in- 
terests are at stake, and especially due to the

THE CASE OF GUITEAU. \ 

The very foolish attempt by a soldier to 
shoot Guiteau, though perhaps applauded 
by some for its motive, deserves to be so rep- 
robated by public opinion that no one will 
venture te renew it. This mau Guiteau is a 
prisoner, unarmed, defenseless, and In the 
eustody of the law. He is held subject to 
the recovery or death of Presidert Garfield. 
The man is held subject te the law in a gov- 
ernment of law. There can be no term too 
infamous to apply to the crime. Nevertheless, 
the man who committed it is in a land where 
the lawis supreme and impartial, and the 
man can only be tried and dealt with as the 
law commands and directs. Should the 
President recover, the would-be assasin can 
be tried only for some legal offerise the pun- 
ishment for which is not capital; should 
Gen. Garfield die, his crime will be that of 
murder, 

The law of the land recognizes in the case 
of murder, and in this case asin all others, 
the establishment of insanity as a suflicient 
defense. We assume that in this case the 
plea of insanity will be presented in his be- 
half, and the man, despite the infamy he has 
obtained, is entitied in this country to a fair 
hearing and determination of that fact of in- 
sanity. If he can establish the fact that he 
was insane at the time he committed this 
killing to the satisfaction of a court and jury, 
then he will be entitled, as thousands of 
other homicides have been, to an acquittal of 
a crime which the law will declare he was 
incapable of committing. The law, justice, 
and the National character all, unitedly, de- 
mand that this man shall be protected from 
harm while a prisoner, and that he shall have 
a fair trial, just as any other person accused 
of murder is sure to obtain in this country. 

There is a question involved in this Guiteau 
case of more importance even than the mere 
hanging of a murderer. In addition to the 
importance of maintaining the principle of 
justice and fairness to al persons accused 
of crime, and the importance, under a gov- 
ernment of law, of preserving the supremacy 
of the law under all circumstances, there is 
the question whether this attempted assasi- 
nation, so foreign to the character and insti- 
tutions of this great Republic, was the delib- 
erate act of an American citizen or the act 
of a madman. The act itself was wholly 
inconsistent with the spirit, instincts, tastes, 
education, and thought of the American 
people. So deeply rooted is the respect for 
the jaw in the minds and hearts of the Ameri- 
can people that to them assasination has a 
peculiar and extraordinary horror. When 
committed in this land the American 
mind instinctively pronounces the as 
sasin a madman; it refuses to admit 
the depravity necessary to inspire such an 
act. Long may this feeling exist, and may 
assasinat never find a pretext or excuse 
save in the mental weakness and irresponsi- 
bility of the perpetrator. We are sure that 
no American wishes to have it established 
that in this country there exists even one 
sane man so infamous as to commit this 
crime. Weare sure the civilized world will 
rejoice if upon a full investigation, under 
the scrutiny of acgurt of justice, the fact is 
established that this miserable wretch was 
insane, was mentaily irresponsible for his 
actions, and therefore not legally guilty of 
the most wanton and unprovoked assault 
upon such a man as President Garfield. If 
not insane, then, upon a judicial finding 
to that effect, let him be punished 
to the extent of the law; but if not guilty, be- 
cause insane, let the world be relieved even 
of thé suspicion that an American citizen in 
the full possession of his inteHigence had 
raised his murderous hand in free America 
to strike down the purest, bravest, and 
best beloved ruler among the rulers of the 
earth. If this man be insane, we are confi- 
dent that the American people, without ex- 
ception, would infinitly prefer that that fact 
be established, and that this miserable pris- 
oner at Washington go free, than have it 
judiciaily declared that assasination had be- 
come an American crime, and that a sane 
man had been found in this country capable 
of such a deed. 


DEATH OF SENATOR BURNSIDE. 

Senator Burnside, of Rhode Island, whose 
sudden death is reported this morning, has 
been conspicuous in public life for twenty 
years. He was born in Indiana May 2, 
1824, and was appointed from that State to 
the Military Academy at West Point. After 
graduation, in 1847, he served with credit in 
the Mexican War. His residence in Rhode 
Island was purely accidental, arising from 
his invention of a breech-loading firearm, 
which proved to be a failure. When the 
Civil War broke out Mr. Burnside was em- 
ployed in the Illinois Central offices at Chi- 
cago, in companywith George B. McClellan. 
Both entered the army, Burnside having the 
command of the First Rhode Island Volun- 
teer Regiment. He was at the head ofa 
brigade in the first battle of Bull Run; in 
charge of the expedition to Newbern: and 
commander of the left wing of the Union 
army at Antietam. His command of the Army 
of the Potomac was comparatively brief, 
extending only from Nov. 7, 1862, to Jan. , 
1865. The cause of his removal was the dis- 
astrous battle of Fredericksburg, Dee. 13, 
1862. It was well understood, both before 
and after the battle, that Gen. Burnside took 
the chief command reluctantly, end had no 
great confidence in his own military ca- 
pacity. He continued to serve through the 
War, resigning in April, 1865, with the rank 
of Major-General. 

Mr. Burnside’s political experience was 
embraced in three annual terms as Governor 
of Rhode Island, extending from 1866 to 1868, 
inclusive, and one full term as United States 
Senator, from 1875 to 1881. He was re@lected 
without opposition last winter for a full term 
of six years, and was consequently a Senator 
of the United States at the time of his death. 
While not regarded as a man of great abili- 
ties, he was recognized as a faithful and hon- 
orable public servant. His moral character 
was above reproach. His principles were 
correct, and his demeanor affable and kindly. 
His name was identified in Washington with 
a bill providing for the introduction of all 
the cardinal! virtues into the District schools. 
Ile was highly esteemed in private life, and 
had a good social position, both at the_Capi- 
tal and in Rhode Isiand. 

The death of Senator Burnside c a 
third vacancy on the Republican side of the 
Senate. Though the successors to Senators 
Conkling and Platt have been chosen, their 
credentials have not been passed upon. It is 
reported that the Democrats will cause some 
mock inquiry into the manner of their elec- 
tion to be instituted with a view to keeping 
them out until some reorganization of the 
committees and of the officers of the Senate 
can be effected. If President Garfield shall 
live this plan will fall to the ground. Vice- 
President Arthur will then have the casting 
vote in the Senate asformerly. There would 
be no objeet in such case for the Democrats 
to delay the admission of the New York 
Senators, as the work of reorganization 
might be undone at any time. But if Vice 
President Arthur should become President, 
the Senate would unquestionably pass into 
the control of the Democrats. The death of 
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only in so far as it deprives 
his casting-vote, However well disposed he 
might be to hold an even balance between 
the parties on the preliminary organization, 
it would be impossible for him to do so with- 
out the vote of every Republican, including 
Senator Burnside. If President Garfield 
lives, and Vice-President Arthur is in the 
chair, the Vice-President himself may accept 
the credentials of the two Senators-elect from 
New York and the Senator appointed by the 
Governor of Khode Island to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Burnside, This 
business may precede the election of a Secre- 
tary, that office bemg now vacant; and when 
the Senators have been adinitted proceedings 
to oust them must be wholly futile, as their 
credentials are perfectly regular and undis- 
puted. <A successor to Senator Burnside 
will be temporarily appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Rhode Island, and the vacancy will 
be permanently filled by the Legislature, 
which meets in January. 

EGYPTIAN ANARCHY. 

Egypt seems to have plunged suddenly 
into a condition of anarchy, in comparison 
with which the turmoil in Morocco and 
Tunis seems child’s play. Ostensibly the 
Khedive, Tewfik Pasha, is ruler of Egypt, 
and has at his command a most elaborate sys- 
tem of government machinery, in the admin- 
istration of which he is aided by a Council of 
Ministers, two European Controllers who 
take care of the revenues, 4 so-called Parlia- 
ment, International Magistrates, twenty 
Consuls-General, and numerous French, En- 
glish, and Italian administrators, who advise 
him upon all points, With all this show of 
power he is as powerless as the young Princes 
were in the Tower. The ruling power of 
Egypt is an ignorant, discontented army, and 
the administrator of this power is its chief, 
Araby Bey. He has a powerful force at his 
command, if we may trust his own declara- 
tions: 15,000 Egyptian troops, armed with 
Remington rifles, six Krupp batteries, and 
150,000 armed Bedouins. This force has taken 
possession of Egypt, and what shall be done 
with it is the question that does not confront 
the Khedive, for he cannot do anything with 
it, but confronts the Powers who are inter- 
ested in Egypt. 

The Egyptian army is substantially a rab- 
ble, which has never been very well fed, 
clad, or paid. Commencing with discontent, 
and finding that its demands were not met, 
it began to assert itself, and at last made its 
demandsinsuch a manner that they had to 
be met. Having secured its pay and better 
rations, it increased the sphere of its de- 
mands, It first claimed the right to elect its 
own officers, and this was conceded; then it 
demanded that its numbers should be in- 
creased, and that it should regulate its own 
pay. At last it boldly demanded the right of 
regulating civil appointments. In  ottier 
words, by the sheer force of physical power 
it made itself the ruling element in Egypt, 
and the Khedive's administration was 
impotent for any purpose. Such a condition 
of things cannot long be tolerated 
without the certainty that Egypt will lapse 
into a military despetism. When ignorance 
once gets control there is no telling where it 
will stop. The remedy lies apparentiy in 
disbanding the army; but who is to disband 
it? England hesitates and France hesitates, 
and both would like Turkey to step in and 
undertake the job, but there remains this 
condition in such a case—Turkey once in, 
who is to get Turkey out? It adds to the 
gravity of the situation that England and 
France distrust each other. The Observer 
(English) says: “Nothing is to be gained by 
affecting to ignore the suspicion which the 
whole affair, and the intrigues supposed to 
have preceded it, so, strongly suggest. It 
will depend upon the action of France 
whether that suspicion is dissipated or con- 
firmed. At present we are compelled to 
take it provisionally into account, or, at 
any rate, suspend judgment as to the possi- 
bility that the military coup may be 
viewed, if not with actual approval, 
without <lisfayor by France.” And 
the Republique Francaise significantly 
says: It is important that nathing should 
intervene to disturb the agreement between 
Engiand and France, by which alone the 
difficulties of the Egyptian situation can be 
surmounted.” The latest intelligence says 
that the press of the two countries are al- 
ready making charges and counter-charges, 
and the London papers, with the Times at 
the head of them, are demanding that the 
army shall be disbanded and that Turkey 
should do the work. There is out one thing 
that looks clear in the future, and that is: 
whoever does the work of disbanding this 
mutinous army, there is little hope for order 
in Egypt untilit is parceled out in some 
manner among its creditors. As annexation 
is the fashion all along the north shore of 
Africa from Morocco to Tripoli, Egypt must 
sooner or later fall into it, and the sooner 
the better for her. 

YORETOWN, 

There is a town in the interior of Pennsyl- 
vania where the lights are put out at 10 
o’clock and the watchman on his rounds 
calls the hour with the old refrain, “Ali is 
well.” On the 13th of October in this year 
of grace 1881, the watchman in the old Penu- 
sylvania town will add to his routine refrain 
the comforting assurance that Cornwallis is 
taken!” The Yorktown affair was a famous 
victory, and it will be famously celebrated 
this centennial year, Baron Von Steuben 
will not be there, but his deseendants are in- 
vited. Large numbers of the descendants of 
his contemporary countrynien have been 
coming over of late years. These and their 
children are on the ground ready to shout, 
“Cornwallis is taken!“ Invitations should 
be sent to the descendants of Counts de 
Rochambeau, de Grasse, and de Barras, the 
Marquis St. Simon, and Lafayette. Nor 
should the families of Burke, Fox, and Pitt 
be forgotten. The four great nations of the 
world—Germany, France, England, and the 
United States—will join in the celebration of 
the real culminating act of the drama of the 
American Revolution, and join heartily. 

Without the aid of France the victory of the 
colonists must have been long delayed; the 
countrymen of Von Steuben have justified 
his prescience in carving with his sword 
a new field for Teutonic enterprise, and the 
Englishmen and Irishmen and Scotchmen 
who have been coming to these shores fora 
hund red years never cease to revere the mem- 
ory of the Liberals in Parliament for the brave 
words spoken in defense of the rights of 
rebels against the Stamp act—taxation witb- 
out representation. A roll of great names 
will de called at Yorktown—names which 
will carry the mind pack to the youth of 
modern civilization. Baron Von Steuben 
was & soldier of Frederick the Great before 
he tendered his sword to the Western infant 
Republic. Lafayette was connected with the 
early struggles for liberty of the French 
people. -In English history there are no 
greater names than those borne by the 
champions of the struggling American colo- 
nists. England’s true greatness as well as the 
birth of the American Republic may be said 
to date from the protests against the injustice 
of the mother country to ber seit- 
exiled children uttered by those illus- 
trious men. Last and most prominent, the 
central figure of a grand era of the worid’s 
progress, stands the name of Washington— 
aname now too often belittled by contrast- 
ing the small events of its time with the 
greater events of a later day, but which later 
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1 laws have not been altered since 1802. 


events are the legitimate outgrowth of the 
secure foundations to the laying of which the 
modest hero of the Revolution of 1776 s0 pow- 
erfully contributed. 

The capture ef Yorktown was not only a 
portentous event of the struggle for inde- 
pendence, but the campaign which led to it 
was conducted with rare skill and ingenuity. 
Lord Cornwallis felt the utmost security be- 
hind his fortifications, so much 30 that he 
begged to assure his superior officer, Sir 
Henry Clinton, in a dispatch shortly preced- 
ing his humiliating defeat and capture, that 
there was but one wish throughout his army 
—namely: that the enemy would advance.“ 
But curiously enough he was occupying a 
position selected for him by the American 
General! For, long before, Washington 
had written a decoy letter to Lafay- 
ette, which he ‘caused to be inter- 
cepted by the English, In which he re- 
marked that he was “pleased with the 
probability that Earl Cornwallis would for- 
tify either Portsmouth or Old Point Comfort, 
for were he to fix upon Yorktown, from its 
great capabilities of defense, he might re- 
main there snugly and unharmed until a 
superior British fleet would relieve him with 
strong reinforcements, or embark him alto- 
gether.” This ruse of Washington Is not of 
a piece with the story of the hatchet and the 
cherry-tree, but all is fair in love and war. 
It served to quiet the apprehensions of Sir 
Henry Clinton, and Yorktown was soon in- 
vested by land and sea—by land by the Conti- 
nental army and their French allies, and by 
sea by the fleet of Count de Grasse and the 
squadron of Count de Barras. It was a 
proud moment for Washington when, after 
a brief engagement, Cornwallis sent a flag of 
truce requesting a cessation of hostilities for 
twenty-four hours. Two hours were granted, 
and the full surrender took place the next 
day—on the 19h of October, 1781—in the 
presence of the combined armies of the Re- 
public, the Americans oh the right and the 
French on the left. 

Thecourier bearing Washington’s dispatch 
announcing the victory to Congress rode into 
Philadelphia at midnight. Thundering at 
the door of President McKean he roused 
him, saying, “Cornwallis is taken!“ The 
watchmen caught up the inspiring ery of 
joy, and when they called the hour added, 
shouting, ** Cornwallis is taken! The in- 
habitants of the staid old Quaker City de- 
serted their comfortable beds, filed into the 
streets, and took up the glad retrain, “* Corn- 
wallis is taken!” There wasringing of bells 
and booming of cannon, and Dr. Franklin 
said: “ The infant Hereules has now stran- 
gled the two serpents that attacked him in 
his cradle“; and the news spread all over 
the land, and the name of Washington, 
lauded as the savior of his country, was on 
every tongue. But the dispateh that caused 
all this excitement was very modest—as mod- 
est as Washington, the hero of the hour: 
1 have the honor to inform Congress 
that a reduction of the British army under 
Lord Cornwallis is most happily effected. 
The unremitted ardor which actuated every 
officer and soldier in the combined army on 
this occasion has principally ied to the im- 
portant event atan earlier period than my 
most sanguine hopes had Induced me to ex- 
pect. The singular spirit of emulation 
which animated the whole army from the 
first commencement of our operations has 
filled my mind with the highest pleasure 
and satisfaction, and had given me the hap- 
piest presages of success.“ 

Yorktown is a very great name in Ameri- 
can history. It was indeed a famous vic- 
tory achieved there on the 19th of October, 
1781; and it is a singularly happy circum- 
stance that the centenary anniversary of the 
event will be celebrated by both the victors 
and the vanquished. “Thus [sometimes] 
the whirligig of time brings in his re- 
venges,”’

THE NATURALIZATION LAWS. 

Writers who have complained of the out- 
rages practiced upon American citizens in 
Germany have assumed that our naturaliza- 
tion laws were perfect, and admitted of no 
improvement. But a little examination of 
them will show that they are extremely de 
fective. The -National Constitution em- 
powers Congress “to establish a uniform 
rule of naturaltzation.“ Laws were passed 
in pursuance of this provision at an early 
day. The essential requirements of these 
An 
alien is now, as then, authorized to make his 
declaration of intention, and to receive his 
full certificate of citizenship, after a due 
period of residence, in any United States or 
Territorial court, or any State court of rec- 
ord having common-law jurisdiction. 
When this law was adopted the United 
States had barely one-tenth the popu- 
lation of the present day, and the inhabited 
area was practically confined to a narrow 
fringe along the seacoast, The courts were 
comparatively few in number, and their au- 
thority was everywhere understood and rec- 
ognized. Now it is estimated by a writer in 
the International Review there are 2,300 
courts in the United States competent to 
grant naturalization papers. Each of them 
may have a peculiar formula, and there is 
no review of the proceedings taken in them. 
Yet it is expected that foreign Powers will 
recognize the seals and the jurisdiction of 
these tribunals, many of which are obscure 
and unknown even in this country, and give 
full effect to their decrees. 

It would be manifestly impossible—even if 
it were desirable—to restrict the facilities for 
naturalization in the United States. The 
theory of our Government is that all men 
are free to enjoy its privileges if they desire 
in good faith to do so. Allens must have 
easy access to the courts where the require- 
ments of the law are to be fulfilled, and the 
number of such courtsis not too large. It 
would be inexpedient now to propose an ex- 
tension of the requirements of admission, as, 
for example, a longer period of residence, 
No political party would advocate such a 
change, because all depend on foreign votes, 
and it is for the advantage of all to have the 
process of naturalization made as expeditious 
and simple as possible. Nor is it true that 
the evils growing out of the system of nat- 
uralization are seriously felt in this country, 
The looseness of the laws only begins to be 
fully perceived when American citizens of 
foréign birth return home and. appeal for 
protection under them to our Government. 

The privileges of American citizenship 
have unquestionably been abused by foreign 
adventurers who have taken out naturaliza- 
tion papers in the United States merely for 
the purpose of escaping military service or 
throwing off allegiance at home in time of 
war. Moreover, fraudulent papers have 
been obtained and used for improper pur- 
poses. Pedro Bozzi, who had a claim for a 
large amount before the American-Spanish 
Mixed Claims Commission, had taken out 
such papers without having lived the due 
period in this country; yet his legal status 
was protected by Secretary Blaine on the 
ground that the foreign tribunal had no 
right to go behind the seal of the American 
court. The Secretary’s position may have 
been justifiable, but it was mortifying to 
American pride to be obliged to take refuge 


behind the court when it is well known that 


the seal of such a tribunal ena naturaliza- 
tion paper too often has little dignity or honor 
back of it. V 

The change that is needed is twofold. First, 
there should be a uniform form prescribed 
for use in all courts, Each naturalization- 
paper should be required to contain a de- 
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scription of the applicant, his age, occupa- 
tion, exact place of birth, number and ages 
of children, and so forth. The last require 
ment Is particularly important, inasmucinas 


pends upon the naturalization of their father. 
Secondly, the naturalization-papers of for- 
eigners traveling abroad should be vised by 
some competent authority appointed for that 
purpose in this country. A speelal certificate 
of residence for the legal period might be 
attached. There would be no hardship in 
this requirement, as travelers are obliged be- 


fore embarking to pass through large cities, 
where the verification might easily take place. 

While the rule is now uniform in name, it 
is insufficient on account of vagueness. It 
is not such a rule as the United States ought 
to have. The amendment of it would not 
make naturalization apy more difficult, but it 
would add to the dignity of American citi- 
zenship, and give an authority to naturaliza- 
tion papers which they do not now possess. 
Every alien who honestiy assumes the ob- 
ligations, duties, and privileges of citizen- 
ship has an interest in seeing that they are 
not fraudulently enjoyed by others or used 
for improper purposes. A naturalization ob- 
tained by fraud, or abused when it has been 
legally secured, discredits and brings into 
disrepute all that have been issued regularly 
and used for legitimate purposes. American 
citizens of foreign birth have, therefore, the 
strongest motive for desiring an improve- 
ment in the character of naturalization, and 
the proofs of it which are carried abroad.

perpetual insomnia. “ As sbe gradually awoke,” 
says Mr. Alcott, “she opened ber eres as if in- 
tent on adjusting them for the purpose of see- 
ing. This is indeed strange; but still more 
startiing statements are to follow, for we are 
told that on the tenth day “ her attention was 
attracted by the colors of her mother’s dress, 
which made her smile.” On the fifteenth day her 
eyes followed a wateh held before ber, and on 
the twenty-fifth day ber hands moved more, 
and were under control.“ Thirty days from the 
time of Miss Alcott’s birth “ she turned towards 
persons who were speaking,” but notwithstand- 
ing bis philosophy, her father was unable to dis- 
cover that she distinguished particulars from 
generais, or tha: recollection had dawned upon 
her. On the fortieth dag she was attracted by 
soft and suppressed tones, displeased by violent 
notes, and liked to look out of the window. On 
the sixtieth day she smiled ata vase of flowers 
on the mantel-piece. On the seventy-seventh 
day she was frightened by a distorted face, and 
sought proteetion in ber mother’s arms.

THE IXTERVIEW. 
Speciat Cable. 

Sr. Petersspvec, Sept. 12.—The Emperor 
and Eimpregf arrived at St. Petersburg yes- 
terday at thirty-five mimutes past 4 p. m. 
In a leading article the Journal de St. 
Petersburg, the organ of- the Minis- 
try for Foreign Affalrs; discusses the 
unanimous satisfaction: with which the Ger- 
man press has viewed the Dantzic interview 
and concludes with the following passage: 
“With regard to the comments of the 
French press, we must demur to the remark 
of the Journal des Dehats that nowadays the 
interest and destinies of nations are superior 
to family ties. Our Paris confrére would 
doubt less not deny, however, that family tra- 
ditions and close and ¢ordial relations, such 
as those uniting the sovereigns of Russia 
and Germany heip the heads of States to un- 
stand each other, and thus promote the inter- 
est of nations.” 

I HAVER REASON TO BELIEVE 
that this article was writen at Peterhof yes- 
terday evening and signed by M. De Giers 
himself. It has, therefore, considerable im- 
portance. On my femarking to a high 
official attached to the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs today that the Vantzic manifesta- 
tion seemed to be directed chiefly against 
France, he replied: It is strange, but there 
is no statesman in France with whom one 
can treat sincerely. M. Gambetta’s - utter- 
ances are always imprudent, and the French 
Government commits blunder after blunder. 
The Hartmann affair is a sad instance, 
and it will not soon be forgotten. 
If Marshal MacMahon were still at the head 
of affairs, no doubt the gulf between 
France and Russia would be narrower. It 
has never been so wide as now. This is 
the dominant feeling on the matter here. 
The Emperor is delighted with the results 
of his journey, and expressed his satisfaction 
to the Empress immediately when he saw 
her. Soonafter his return he sent a dispatch 
to the Emperor of Germany announcing his 
safe acrival. An immediate answer was re-

The Death of Prince Frederick of 
Orange.

Prince Frederick of Orange, whose death has 
been announced by cable, was the oldest sur- 
vivang member of the historic house ot Orange. 
Born at Berlin, Feb. 28, 1797, he was the son of 
William I., tne brother of William II., and uncie 
of William IIL of the N rlands. He was the 
father of the late Queen of Sweden and the 

randfather of the heir to the Danish throne. 

Ie received a naval and military education, 
having been at one time Admiral of the fleet 
and General in the Prussianarmy. He married 
Louise, the daughter of Frederick William III., 
King of Prussia, in 1825. One ot the weatthiest 
men in Eurdve, he was almost worshi by the 
people of Sthe Netherlands for abun- 
dant charities and benevolence. He used

n hospitals and public instit 8. He was 
Grand Master of the Masonic ternity of the

She bas several charming chil- 
dren, one of whom may possibly inherit the 
crown of Holland ia the absence of more direct 
heirs. Aitogether his country sustains a severe

How the People Manage to Make a 
Dare Living. 


Rents Far in Excess of the Value of the 
Land. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
GwEEDoRE, Donegal, Aug. 20.—All the 
natives of this parish, without exception, 


speak Irish. it is the language of the 
district. The ple rarely talk English at 
all, excepting, when speaking to strangers. 
A large number of them do not know a word 
of English, and none of them speak it with 
fluency. The English as spoken here ana in 
Londonderry, and wherever I have been in 
Donegal, is not what is known as the Irish 
brogue, but English with a strong Scotch 
accent. It does not bear the slightest re- 
semblance to the dialect or pronunciation of 
Connaught or Munster. 

All the people are Catholics, with the ex- 
ception of four families, and a few Govern- 
ment officials—ex-constables and ex-coast- 
guardsmen—who came from other counties 
and settled in the parish. 

As the parish is not capable of supporting 
the people, they supplement its scanty re- 
sources by 

DAY-LABOR IN ENGLAND, SCOTLAND, 
and the more favored counties east of Done- 
gal. One män at least from each family 
goes to England every summer, leaving from 
early spring to harvest, and staying away 
months at a time. “Some return,” said 
Father MeFadden, “at the end of October, 
and others remain all winter if they can find 
employment.“ ö 

“And does not this long absence from 
home have a bad effect morally ?”’ 

“None whatever. neither at home nor 
with the men. They save their money, and 
acquire no bad habits. I have had oppor- 
tunity enough to judge of that—for it is a 
low estimate to say that a thousand leave my 
parish as migratery laborers every sum- 
mer.“ 

“ What do they earn? 

“In England, from 20s to %s a week and 
fed. They are lodged without expense in 
barns, lymg on the straw. Some sort of rugs 
are given them for night-covers—rough 
enough, but these people have not been ac- 
customed to comforts, and they never com- 
plain. By the way, John Bright, in a speech 
on the Land bill. bore testimony to the good 
character of these laborersin England. In 
good seasons these laborers bring back, on 
an average, after paying expenses, £5 a man. 
That is £5,000 for the parish. In addition to 
these savings, boys and girls go in the spring 
to Derry, and hire out as

engaging in farm or housework, buying 
clothing for themselves, and bringing the 
rest home, There is hardly a family in the 

arish that has not a member of it in Amer- 
ca, and some families more. They send 
substantial remittanees from time te time, 
according as they are thrifty and prosperous 
or not,”

Because the people consider the rents far 
in excess of the value of the land, if you de- 
duct from it the improvements made by their 
own industry. On the average, the rental of 
the parish is one-third higher than the Gov- 
ernment valuation; and, as compared with 
the rents paid before the advent of the pres- 
ent proprietors, or before 1854, it is double, 
atid, in some cases, treble the old rent.“ 

„Will you give a few illustrations?“ 

„Tes; take for instance the Island of In- 
nisshirrer, within sight of where you are 
writing. It is a little island of 108 acres, 
made up almost exclusively of rocks and 
beach, with black boggy soll in the interior. 
Its government valuation, exclusive of 
houses (which, of course, the people built 
themselves), is £3 4s. It belongs to Capt. 
Hill. Its rental until 1854 was £5; 

ITS PRESENT RENTAL 18 £22 10! 

Now, take one case on Mr. Nixpn’s estate— 
the townland of Glassagh. Its total area is 
about 1,900 acres, but Mr. Nixon holds 1,300 
acres of it for his own use. ‘The government 
valuation of the whole townlanc is £31 8s. 
The rent before 184 was £22 10s.; it is now 
£66 18. 6d, St. John Baptist Joule, an Eu- 

lishman, owns the townland of Meencladdy. 

‘pe total area is 1,055 acres, of wh a for- 
mer landlord took from the pedle 1,130 
acres. The government valuation of the en- 
tire townland is £8 8s. The former 
rental paid by the tenants. when 
they possessed the whole townland, was £31. 
The rental of the remnant now left them 
(about 800 acres) is £67 5s. G.! Take one 
illustration from the estate of Mr. Oiphart. 
The townland of Curransport is a subdi- 
visfon of the townland of Glasserchoo, and 
I do not know its acreage; but I was told by 
aman who lives on it that the rental within 
his memory was 16s., whereas its present 
rental, which has been paid for many years, 
is £39 8s! The government valuation of this 
subdivision I cannot determine; but 1 know 
that the present rental of the township of 
which it is a portion is £48 14s., and that its 
government valuation is only £26 13s.” 

„How ABOUT LORD LEITRIM 
—the late Lord who was killed, I mean?” 

„Lord Leitrim held but one townland in 
my parish—Moneymore. It contains 492 
acres, He took away 28 acres of mountain- 
tract from the people, but gave them back 
again at a considerable*increase of rent. 
The government valuation of his townland 
is £15, Its former rental was £14 Is., but its 
rental for many years has been £41 10s. The 
present Ear! has obtained ejectment decrees 
against every tenant on townland for 
non-payment of rent. The ejections are 
hour pected there.“ 

“ That will do. Do you consider os 
for the government] valuation a fair Tent in 
your parish ?”’ 

és No,” 
replied Father McFadden with emphasis— 
" for the simple reason that, in strikug the 
valuation, Sir Richard Griffith took into con- 
sideration the value of the tenancy as he 
then found it, and, consequently, included 
in his valuation the improvements created by 
the toll of the tenant. In this parish the 
entire value of a holding, over and above 
the value of the land in its natural state, is 
the result of the. tenants’ industry. Now, 
taking the valuation of Sir Richard Griffith 
as my guide, ind that the value of an aver- 


| age specimen of the land of this parish, in its 


natural state, is about noe halfpenn 
an acre; and I cannot see how a landlor 
who has not expended even a poner in im- 
proving that land or enhancing its value can 
yave a just claim toa higher rent than the 
value of the land in the state in which he 
gave it to the tenant—provided, as in this 
ease, he has not acquired any further inter- 
est in the land by the expenditure of his own 
money and his own labor.

SEDGWICK COUNTY, KANSAS, 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

Wicuita, Kas., Sept. 10.—Wichita is the 
county-seat of Sedgwick County, situated at 
the junction of the Big and Little Arkansas 
Rivers. It is the terminal point of the Kan- 
sas Division of the St. Louis & San Francis- 
co Railway, at its connection with the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railway, and the 
terminal point of the Fort Scott & Wichita 
tailway, now being rapidly constructed. 
Although a few families squatted on the land 
where the city now is located, thetown was 
not organized until in July, 1870; and it now 
contains a population of 6,000. Like all aew- 
ly-organized frontier towns, its early history 
was a conflict between the vicious and ma- 
rauding elements and the law-and-order por- 
tion of its citizens: and, like-most confiiets of 
this eharacter, the bad elements were com- 
pelled to give way. Today the city has a 
a of as orderly and well-be- 

aved people as any of the - East- 
ern “towns or eities, and is one 
of the best business centres in the State. It 
contains six church-edifices, two large flour 
ing mills, six elevators, five good hotels, a 
Bera building in the State & the largest 


pera buil in the State, a cracker-manu- 

faetory, four banks: dry goods, hardware, 
grocery, and funiture stores, wholesale and 
retail, ete., ete. 

As stated in a former letter, most of the 
settiers come bere very poor, and in opening 
and paying for their lands have become 
involved in debt beyond their means to pay 
without selling their lands. The years 1879. 
*80 were both short crop years: and still 
almost everybody had something to sell, but 
not enough to meet all the demands. The 

arties who sold plows, harrows, 

arvesters, wagons, etc., had mortgages, and 
had to be — and, whilst the geod crops 
enable many to get out, there 

are a great number who will not. Whatwe 
need is men with ready means to buy out 


such as are compelled to sell. There never 


wasa better opportunity for getting good, 
cheap farms in this or any other country 
than now offers in this county. The pur- 
chasers would have to contend with but few 
of the hardships suffered by the pioneers; 
and would have good schools and churches, 
and as good society as they have in the older 
states.

The Pennsylvania Company 
‘New Move in the Trunk 


A Further Consideration of the 
Emigrant Passenger 
Troubles. 


Gould vs. Dowd in Relation to the 
Hannibal & St. Joe Corner. 


Partial Deafness a Brio Defect in 
Locomotive Engineers. 


PENNSYLVANIA TAKES A HAND. 
Rvecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

PuiLape.ruia, Sept. 13.— The Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company yesterday issued or- 
ders which will materially affect east 
and west bound passenger rates, and 
have a most important bearing on the great 
railroad’ war which has been waged so per- 
sistently for several months by the trunk 
lines of the country. Heretofore, it~ is 
claimed, the position of the Pennsylvania has 
been of a rather interested observer, and the 
action it has taken has been only that forced 
upon it by the course of the other companies. 
The Pennsylvania did not initiate the war, 
and generally it has left the main part of 
the fighting to the companies which began 
it. In view ot the fact that the fall business 
is beginning, some action has been necessary 
in order to protect the interests Which be- 
long to the company. It has been ordered 


that passenger rates be reduced between 
Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, and Washington to the rates 
which are charged from the western cities 
to New York. The present rates from 
West are: S® Louis to New York, $12, and 
from Chicago to New York, $5. Westward 
the rates are: From New York to St. Louis 
and Kansas City, $12, and to Chicago 
and Cincinnati, 87. Tickets can be purchased 
via the Pennsylvania to and from Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, and Washington at these 
rates, and the Pennsylvania will meet any 
further cutting by competing lines by 
promptly making a similar reduction. It 
will be understood that these figures refer 
only to specially limited tickets, and they do 
not allow passengers traveling by them to 
stop over at way points. The three lines 
named will have all the advantages of cheap 
rates to and from the West that New York 
and Boston have had. The effect of the 
action of the Pennsylvania on the existing 
difficulties between the trunk-lines will be 
very important. In effect, it is notice to the 
originators of the war that the Pennsylvania 
is now ready for along and bitter struggle. 


WESTERN TRUNK LINES. 

The Western Trunk«Lines’ Passenger As- 
sociation held a meeting yesterday at the 
office of Commissioner Dixon for the pur- 
pose of deciding what action to pursue to- 
wards the Eastern trunk lines representa- 
tives, whom they expect to meet in St. Louis 
Sept. 20, when the annua! convention of the 
National Passenger Agents’ Association will 
be held. There were present: W. H. Dixon, 
Commissioner: W. H. Stennett and W. A. 
Thrall, Northwestern; A. V. H. Carpenter, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul; Mr. Beydon, * 
lington; Mr. Case, Green Bay & Minne ° 
George Daniels. Wabash and Missouri Pacific ;

After a short discussion it was decided 
that, if the Eastern trunk lines have formu- 
lated any demands regarding the emigrant 


business for the Western lines to consider 
such demands would receive the attention of 
the Western Association at the meeting in 
St. Louis. In all matters regarding the set- 
tlement of the difficul * however, between 
the Eastern and Western lines Commissioner 
Dixon must be the arbitrator, and all com- 
munications regarding the emigrant rates 
must be directed to him. 

Some of the Eastern trunk lines have been 
in the habitof directing their communica- 
tions regarding matters relating to the West- 
ern Association to the General Managers of 
the various Western roads, thereby indicat- 
ing that they donot mean to acknowledge 
the existence of the association. By not con- 
side any questions that are not sent direct 
to the Commissioner of the association the 
Eastern trunk lines will be compelled to 
treat with the association and acknowledge 
its authority. 


MISSOURI RIVER POOL. 
Commissioner Midgley 18 still engaged in 
compiling statistics to be used at the next 
meeting of the Southwestern Railway Asso- 
ciation in connection with the proposed re- 
organization of the Southwestern pool. The 
figures will be ready in a few days, but it is 
not proposed to call a meeting before Oct. 1. 


it is feared that, if a meeting for the adjust- 
ment of the difficulties of the association 
was called now, serious complications might 
arise which would make a further continn- 
ance of the present temporary ar- 
rangement, an impossibility. he affairs 
of the association under the temporary 
agreement are now running quite smoothly 
and the rouds do not desire to disturb the 
condition of affairs until every means for an 
adjustment have been exhausted. The pres- 
ent arrangement is not satisfactory to sever- 
al of the roads, but mey prefer to stand it 
for a while longer rather than engage in 
such a war as is being carried on between the 
Eastern trunk lines.

HANNIBAL & ST. JOE COKNER. 

The New York World of the 12th publishes 
the following interview with Jay Gould re- 
garding 1 corner in Hannibal & St. Joe 
stock : 

The following account of an interview with 
President Dowd concerning the corner in 
Hannibal & St. Joe, and his relation to it, ap- 
peared on Saturday in the Tribune: 

“ The 15 came up for discussion at a 
meeting of the Directors in June. Elihu Root, 
counsel of the company, was present, examined 
the charter of the company, and declared that 
the Directors bad an undoubted right to issue 
stock to the full amount of the cost of the road. 
The charter is very liberal in its provisions, and 
authorizes the sale of stock at any price that 
the Directors think best for the interests of the 
road. Russell Sage offered a resolution that the 
President should seil $3,500,000 common stock at 
such price as in his judgment was for the best 
interests of the company, and this was 
adopted. Something was said about appoint- 
nig a committee, but he insisted that the Pres- 
ident alone should have the power. ‘The Secre- 
tary asked if the resolution should be entered in 
the minutes of the meeting, but President Dowd 
himself objected to it, because he said that the 
matter might become known, and if it did the 
purpose of the resolution would be defeated. A 
meeting of the board can be held any day on 
thirty minutes’ notice, and even if such author- 
ity bad not been given already, it certainly 
would be manifestly for the interest of the coin- 
pany to take advantage of the ut price. 

President Dowd deciared t be had no au- 
thority to issue or sell stock. The whole story,’ 
he said, is an infamous lie. Mr. Sage and Mr. 
Gould may tellit just as often as they choose, 
but itis made from whole cloth. After the Di- 
rectors bad adjourued one day, several of them 
sat ‘here, and we fell into gossip about the 
market. ention was made of the price 
of our com mon stock. which was then between 
80 and 90, and finally Mr. Gould su ted that 
it would be a good pian to sell the boys some 
and reduce the bonded debt.

blindness before a new. trouble arises in ear 
affections of those who must depend largely 
upon the organ of hearing in order to assure the 
sufety of the many lives intrusted to their care 
and skill. The sharp cracks of a broken crank, 
the dull thud of a shattered connecting rod, in 
short any ot those often obscure noises which 
sicnalize the approaching disability of a great 
machine, and any of those accidents which in- 
tertere with smooth running, may often, if 
readily discovered, save largely both of life and 
property. 

A veteran engineer says that two years agoa 
slight difference in the aggregate quality of the 
tones which came to bis ear cau him to stop 
his train and look over the engine. I found 
the trouble,” said he, “to be due to the loosen- 
ing nuts of two cylinder heads which bad been 
putin place without the usual precautions to 
prevent their working off.

This deafness, being acquired, is more danger- 
ous than color-blindness, because its approach 
is often slow and insidious, and sometimes is 
not known to the victim until a cold or some ac- 
cident diminishes his bearing before he is uware 
of it. On the other hand, most ear affections 
—such, at least,as are brought about through 
a man's occupation—are susceptible of treat- 
ment, and with proper care do not result 
in permanent disability. Prof. Moos, of Heidel- 
berg, in calling attentionto this subject, cites 
ten cases of marked disturbance of hearing in 
locorrotive engineers and firemen, all of which 
came under his observation. The form most 
prevalent was catarrh of the middie ear. In- 
vest'gation showed tbis disability was most 
prevalent on tunneled roads, and was generally 
accompanied by frequent colds, paius, roaring, 
and ringing in both ears. Subjective noises, or 
those having apparently no exterior eause. and 
an obstinate partial deafness were commonly 
complained of. These troubles were invariably 
worse after a journey on the locomotive. 

Dr. Birkver, of Göttingen, observéd similar 
troubles in six locomotive engineers, two fre- 
men, and sixteen other railway employés. Both 
writers agree that the condition of the sense of 
hearing should be made a matter of special care 
by all railway employés, and that they should 
be subjected to reguiar inspection by the com- 
pany’s physicians. 

A writer in the London Medical Record, in re- 
ferring to the foregoing facts, recommends that 
the examinations be made every two years, or 
oftener in the case of those who run on tunneled 
roads; for while it is true that thorough engin- 
eers are very careful in looki out for them- 
selves, beginners show some dispusition to con- 
ceal rather than effect a cure of their disability. 
It is also recommerded that certificates be with- 
held until after examination, and that when 
firemen present themselves for romotion 
special precautions be taken. They should also 
be warned, so says the writer, that ear troubles 
are likely to be induced by their occupation, and 
they should be instructed to report them at 


once. 
The statistics of accidents thus far mows 
to defective hearing are not very large, thoug 

sufficient to alarm careful companies. The 
great cause for uneasiness lies in the fact that

GEN. BURNSIDE. 

Provipvencte, R. I., Sept. 15.—Gen. Burn- 
side died suddenly at 11 o’clock this morning 
at his residence in Bristol, aged 57 years. 
He had been slightly ill fortwo or three 
days, but was in this city last evening. The 
immediate cause of his death was spasms of 
the heart. A telephone message from the 
General’s house summoned Senator Anthony 
and Dr. Miller, but before the telephone con- 
nection was broken a message came that the 
General was dead. Gov. Littlefield, Senator 
Anthony, Representatives Chase and Ald- 
rich, and other persona! friends immediately 
started for Bristol. 

Gen. Burnside was taken ill on Tuesday 
last, but neglected to calla ph¥sician until 
Saturday. Dr. Barnes, his family physi- 
cian, was with him Saturday night, and vis- 
ited him several times Sunday night. Mon- 
day morning he was more improved, and, 
contrary to the advice of his physi- 
clans, went to Providence Monday 
afternoon, returning by the 7 p. m. train. 9 
his return he complained of severe pains in 
the region of the heart. Dr. Barnes was not 
called until about 10 o’clock this morning, 
when he found him suffering severe pains 
similar to neuralgia of the heart. and he ex- 
pired in a few moments. When the Doctor 
entered his room he remarked something 
must be done at once, which was the only 
audible words he uttered, but was conscious 
until a few moments before he expired. No 
one was present when he died except Dr. 
Barnes and his family servants. 

The funeral will be held Friday noon in 
the First Congregational Church of this city. 
The remains will lie in state in the rotunda 
of the City-Hall from noon Thurday until 
lia. m. Friday. The military and civic or- 
ganizations of the State are requested to par- 
ticipate. 

Gen. Burnside was born at Liberty, Ind., 
May 23, 1824, entered the Military Academy 
at West Point in his 19th year, and gradu- 
ated in his 28d year. He served in the Mexi- 
can and Indian Wars, in the latter of which 
he was wounded. He resigned his commis- 
sion in the army in 1852 in order to engage 
in the manufacture of a breech-loading rifle 
invented by himself. Failing in this, he 
sought and obtained a position in connection 
with the Lilinois Central Railroad Company, 
of Which corporation he became Treasurer 
in 1858. At the outbreak of the War of the 
Rebellion be entered the army as Colonel of 
the First Rhode Island Volunteer Regiment 
of Infantry, commanded a brigade at the first 
battle of Bull Run, and soon after be- 
came Brigadier-General, and was subsequent- 
ly made Major-General. He commanded the 
expedition into North Carolina 1862, di- 
rected the operations of the left of the 
Union army at Antietam, and was repulsed 
at the famous battle of Fredericksburg by 
Gen. Lee, after which he tendered his resig- 
nation. He was elected Governor of Rhode 


Island in 1866, 1867, and 1868. In 1870 he 
visited Euro and acted as intermediary 
between the French and Germans during the 
celebrated siege of Paris. He was elected 
United States Senator to succeed Senator 
Sprague, and took his seat March 4, 1875. He 
was reélected last year.

BLAINE’S REMINISCENCES. 


Recalling the Companions and Scenes 
of His Youth. . 

‘The following letter from Secretary Blaine 

was read at the c@lebration of the centennial 


of Washington County, Pa.; 

WasHinorton, D. C., Sept. 5, 1881.—John T. Ace- 
Kennan, Neg., Washington, — Dran Sin: 1 
bad anticipated great pleasure in being present 
at the centennial celebration of Wash ou 
County, but the National sorrow which shado 
every bousenold detains me here. I shail, per- 
baps, never again have the Opportunity of see- 
ing so many of the friends of wy youth and so 
many of my blood and kindred, and 
you may well conceive that my dis- 
appointment is t. The strong at- 
tachment which feel for the county, 
the pride which | cherish iu its traditions, and 
the buch estimate whieh I bave always placed 
on the character of its peopie, increases with 

ears and retiection. The 2 were strong- 
. Uod-fearmg, resolute meu, wholly, or 
aliwwost wholly, of Scotch or poten- Irish descent. 
They were men who, acco to an inherited 
maxim, never turned their backs on a friend or 
on au enemy. For N dat ing from 
the middle period of the Revolution, the setilers 
were composed very largely of men who had 
themselves served in the Continental army, 
many of them as officers, and they imparted an 
intense patriatism to the public senument. 
may be umong the illusions of memory, but I 
think I have nowhere else seen the Fourth of 
July and Wasbingtons birthday  cele- 
brated with such zeal and interest as 
in the gatherings I theu attended. I re- 
calla great meeting of the people on the Fourth 
of July, 1840, ou the border of the county, in 
Brownsville, at which a considerable part of the 
procession was composed Of vehicles tilled with 
Revolutionary soldiers. I Was but 10 years old, 
and may possibly mistake, but 1 think there 
were wore than 200 of the grand old beroes. The 
modern cant and criticism which we sometimes 
hear about Washington net being, after ail, a 
great man would have been dangerous both on 
that day and in that assemblage. 

These pioncers piaced a higu value on educa- 
tion. and while they were stül on the frontier. 
struggling with its privations, they established 
two excelent colleges, long since prosperousiy 
united in one. It would be impossible 
to overstate the beneficent and wide- 
spread intiuence which Washington and 
Jefferson Colleges bave exerted on the civiliza- 
tion ot the great country which lies between the 
Aileghenies and the Mississippi River. Their 
graduates have been prominent in the puipit, 
at the Bar, on the Beach, and in the bigh sta- 
tions of public life. During my service of 
eighteen years ia ress | meta larger num- 
ber of the Alumni of‘ WasBington and Jefferson 
than of any otner single college in the U pion. 
i make this statement from memory, but 1 feel 
assured that a close examination of the rolls of 
the two houses from 1863 to 1881 would fully es- 
tablish its correctness. Not only were the two 
colleges founded well sustained, but he 


entire educational system of the county, k 
before the school tax and public schools. 
comprehensive aud thorough. F, remember 
in wy Own boyhood that there were ten or eleven 
academies or select schools in the county 
where the lads could be fitted for college. In 
pearly every instance the Presbyterian pastor 
was the principal teacher, Many who will be 
present at your centennial will recail~ the - 
succession of well-drilled students who came 
for so many years from the tuition of Dr. Me- 
Closkey, at West Alexandria; from the Rev. 
Jonn Stockton, at Cross Ureek; from the Rev. 
John Eugieston, at Buffalo; and trom others of 
like worth and reputation. It was inevitable 
that a county thus peopled should grow ia 
strength, Wisdom, and weaith. Its 60,000 inhab- 
itants are favored far beyond the average lot of 
man. They are blessed with a fertile soil and 
with the heualtb-giving climate which belongs to 
the charmed latitude of the fortieth puralie!—

I shall always recall 
with pride that my ancestry and kindred were 
and are not inconspicuously connected with its 
history, and that on ei side of the beautiful 
river, in Protestant and Catholic cemeteries, five 
generations of my own biood sleep in honored 
graves.

Five Thousand Indians Attack Mata- 
galpa, bat Are Driven Out by the Na- 
tional Troops. 

PANAMA, Aug. 1.—Theinsurrection among 
the Matagalpa Indians on March 30 left evil 
results. The tribes, three or four in num- 
ber, all more or less savage and pagan, have 
since then been in a disturbed condition and 
have on various occasions manifested hos- 
tility to the authorities. The revolt of March 
was ascribed to the influence of the Jesui 
who a couple of months later were expelle 
en masse from the Republic. Notwithstand- 
ing the absence of their leaders, the Indians 
felt themselves powerful enough to continue 
the struggle. month or two of prepara- 
tion, through the aid of enemies of the Gov- 
ernment, enabled them to obtain good arms 
and ammunition sufficient for half their a 


fective force, which cannot be less tha 
10,000 warriors. Their first demonstra 
tion since their expulsion from tne neigh- 
borhood of Matagalpa by a handful of 
citizens was an attack on July 20 on a small 
picket at the pueblo of Yricul, a mountain 
town in the midst of the Indian country. 
After a fruitless resistance the picket re- 
tired to Matagalpa. Four days afterwards 
the Indians attacked the pueblo of Esquipu- 
las, killed the Captain in command, the 
commissary, and a young 7 operator 
named Vega, who was struck down while 
repairing a break ina Government telegraph- 
line. The slaughter of various individuals 
followed—some of them Indians. who re- 
fused to join the malcontents—and horrible 
outrages were inflicted on others. On Aug. 
5 a more serious danger threatened the 
whites in the department, as the Capital, 
Matagalpa, was regularly besieged by an 
immense throng of Indians, numbering 
from 5,000 to 7,000, They were arme 
with national rifles, old rifles, shot- 
guns, and bows and arrows, and threat- 
ened with extermination the population, 
reduced by the flight of numbers 
from the terrors of the preceding fortnight. 
One hundrea and seventy men defended the 
lace, but the Indians oy iy occused all the 
— on the outskirts of town. On! 
10th the assailed party was on the brink of 
despair, but reinforcements under Capt. 
Moreira forced their way into the city, after 
contending for more than a league with the 
besiegers, and the Indians found before them 
a more serious task. The besieged became 
the assailants, and, char the undisci- 
plined hordes, drove them in confusion back 
to their mountain fastnesses. The indians 
lost in killed and wounded 500 of their num- 
ber. The other parey suffered considerably, 
. twenty-eight killed and a number 
wounded. Two young men captured by the 
Indians were shot, the Indians N no 
quarter. At last acccunts everything was 
uiet. ‘The government has strongly forti- 
fled Matagalpa and several adjacent points,

The Progress of the Temper- 
ance” Agitation in That 
State. 


Impossibility of Destroying Intem- 
perance by Coercive Teetotal 
Measures. 


Damage Done by the Crusade, and 
Even by the Murphy Move- 
ment, 


State of the Political Canvass—A Sweep- 
ing Republican Triumph Certain. 


Speciai Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 12.—I had a conver- 
sation yesterday with a gentieman who has 
observed matters very carefully for many 
years past, and his observations and remi- 
niscences, on the “temperance” question 
especialy, were peculiarly worthy of repro- 
duction. He said: 

have noted the progress of the tem- 
perance’ agitation in this State from the very 
beginning, more than forty years ago. It 
has assumed different forms from year to 
year, and it has been claimed from time to 
time that new revelations have been obtained, 
and that some great thing was about to be 
done; but it has generally ended about as it 
began, and no real progress has been made. 
The fact of the business is, this matter of in- 
temperance is a thing that appeals to a man’s 
appetite; and, if his own pride, and love of 
family, and self-respect are not sufficient to 
keep him from the gutter, all the legislation 
in the world 

WILL NOT REACH HIS CASE. 

We often hear the temperance reformation— 
so-called—compared with the Abolition move- 
ment in this country. There is not a single 
point of similarity between the two. In the 
Abolition mevement all that was needed was 
to have the President of the United States 
sign a document which said that all the 
slaves were free from their masters, and they 
were free absolutely. But the so-called 
siaves to whisky could not be so freed. The 
trouble is, they do not want to be freed. The 
President of the United States might sign 
all the proclamations and the Governor 
of this State might sign all the laws that 
could be found and not a single slave to 
drink would be emancipated. It is one of 
the strangest things in the world to me that 
this cannot be understood, and that people 
cannot use the same good sense about this 
matter that they do about almost everything 
else. It would seem to me that enough ex- 
periments, with. their inevitable reactions, 
had been tried to satisfy any one who can 
read history that nothing can be done except 
in the education of our children against the 
evils of drink, and in certain self-evident 
regulations of the traffic.” 

As you are familiar with the history of 
‘temperance’ movements in the State, I 
wish you would give me afew points about 
them.“ 

„ do not claim that Jean give anything 
more than a general statement of the case. 
The most that has ever been done in the way 
of alleged reformation has been done since 
the War, and is within the memory of all. 
In the early days of the State, the same as in 
all new countries, 

EVERYBODY DRANK: 
everybody kept whisk v and cider in his cellar, 
and it was considered no disgrace to partake 
of it when it was thought necessary or de- 
sirable; yet no one was ever drunk, or very 
rarely 80. 
disgrace then to get drunk as it is now, and 
even more so. That was the temperate 
use of intoxicating liquors, if such 
a thing were possible. My father, a hard- 
working pioneer, always had his barrel of 
whisky in the cellar. He was fond of mak- 
ing a glass of grog or sling at night, after 
his hard day’s work in the clearing, and al- 
ways passed it around for ail his ten chil- 
dren—five boys and five girls—to take a sip. 
There was nothine secret, nothing bad, so 
considered; and there was no necessity of 
going away to a saloon to get these drinks. 
The youngest of these children iS now over 
50 years old, and I am proud to say not one 
of them has ever been drunk, neither has 
one ot their children. This seems to me to 
teach that, when the use of liquor is not par- 
ticularly proscribed by law, and the idea is 
not carried that it is something peculiarly 
naughty to taste of liquor, its exeessive use 
is not so apt to be indulged in as where the 
impression is inculcated in the mind that the 
very fact cf tasting of liquor is a greatcrime. 
Our family never drank, because they never 
cared to do so. Not that they thought it any 
crime to taste liquor, or to take a good fair 
drink when it was thought necessary or con- 


yenient. 


“4 GOOD ILLUSTRATION 
of what can be done by attempt to force 
the matter of ‘temperance’ is contained in the 
history of the little towu where I was born 
and broucht up. As I have already said, 
nearly every one there, in the early day, kept 
a whisky-barrel in the cellar. Whisky didn’t 
cost as much then as it does now, and was 
the pure articfe, too—made bythe old-fash- 
ioned home process. Well, finally there came 
a few ‘ temperance’ fanatics, who were going 
to revolutionize everything and do away wiih 
this. It had been the custom from time im- 
memorial to furnish either good cider or 
whisky at every raising. But finally there 
was a raising of which one of these reform- 
ers was the boss, and neither was furnished. 
The next morn the following doggerel 
rhymes, with others, were posted in conspic- 
uous places ab@ut town: 
** There is a store in our town; 

The cellar was dug by Robert Brown; 

The frame was framed by Lewis G., 

And when he raised, he made a bee 

Without either cider or whisky. 


Now, Uncle 'Kiah, he was so kind, 
A little oder he did find; 

But Lewis in pe wrath did say 
That he would throw it all away - 
Yes, be'd do it in a minute 

If there was any whisky in it.“ 

“The closing portion of<this epic I cannot 
exactly quote, but it was to the effect that no 
more raisings of the kind would be largely 
attended in town. And such was the 
fact. Lewis G. had great difficulty in get- 
ting his frames put up. But the agitation 
went forward, and in a short time 

DRUNKARDS WERE MADE OUT OF PEOPLE 
who had never thought of doing anythinz 
more than take an occasional glass of grog 
from their own barrel. Now itis not to be 
disputed that tippling of any kind is bad 
enough, and no one who knows anything 
about the matter would say a Single word in 
its justification. The only question, it would 
seein to me, should be, How will the jeast of 
it be brought about? The moment the feel- 
ing is abroad that drink can’t be had, that 
minute avery large class of humanity say 
they will have it. When apples or 

hes are very plent few people 
hink of caring muec for them: 
but, the moment searcity brings the price up 
and makes them a luxury, everybody 
peach and apple hungry immediately. The 
same th applies with double force to 
whisky. The crusaders who organized the 

‘temperance’ people on one side for a spas- 
modic spirit of fight o ized the whisky men 
on the other for mutual protection. The crusad- 
ers were going to wipe out the whole whisky 
trade in a few weeks; but, for some reason 
or other, if ing stronger than ever, and 
we find today more saloons than before the 
movement. le crusaders had no selfish 
motive to keep up. their organization. The 
Liquor Alliance have the most pressing 
motive that over actuates human action— 
that of self-preservation. On this account

DESIRED TO BREAK IT AND BE FREE. 
As soon as the pledge is broken, the man who 
has made it and broken it thinks less of him- 
self than he ever expected it possible for him 
to think, and is in proper mood to on and 
make a complete wreck of himself; and in 
some cases at least this is done. But this is 
not the only danger from the Murphy piedge.

Minister John W. Foster’s Experiences 
During Five Years at St. Petersburg. 
New York Worid. 

Mr, John W. Foster, United States Minis— 
ter to Russia, is at present in this eity, on bis 
way to visit his friends in Indiana. A World 
reporter said to him: ä 

“What is the social condition of the Rus- 
sian people—the peasantry, for example?“ 

Much better than it used to be under the 
late Czar. Alexander II. did his best to en- 
large and liberalize the educational system 
of the country. Education and the aboliaon 
of serfdom have created an independent 
state of feeling in the country, and the Gov- 
ernment is doing all that it can in view of 
the finantial state of the country to increase 
the educational facilities and improve the 
condition of the peasantry, and with the hap- 
piest results, The Russian peasant of today 
is by no manner of means the ignorant per- 
son he was fifty years age. He has got ideas 
now and is learning to think. This he owes 
to the Government, which has been for many 
years unceasingly at work in his behalf.”

“Society in St. Petersburg is charming.

Before 
a man can obtain a passport to leave 
—and leaving without one is a eriminal or- 
fense—he must show to the satisfaction 
the police that he has paid his taxes, h 
debts, public and private, and that he is in no 
way prevented from going by any aet of his 
own. If he does this he may get a passport 
or he may not, according to the view of his 
ease taken by the authorities. Shoulda 
leave without a passport, heisliable to 
and to various painsand penalties.

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MINNESOTA BONDS. 


Another Proposition by the Attorneys 
of Selah Chamberlain, the Largest 
Molder of the Bonds. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul. Minn., Sept. 13.—Since the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court that the consti- 
tutional amendment of 1860 was void, and 
setting aside the Adjustment act of last win- 
ter, the attorney of Selah Chamberlain, the 
largest holder of Minnesota State railway 
bonds, telegraphed him whether he would 
authorize his attornéy to renew the proposi- 
tion for a settlement of the bonds embodied 
in the Adjustment act of last winter—that is, 
to take half the debt in full settlement of the 
whole in new thirty-year bonds at 5 per cent 
interest, on condition that the Governor 
should immediately calk an extra 
session of the Legislature, and that 
necessary. legislation was had. Mr. 
Chamberlain responded that he authorized 
his attorneys to renew the proposition on the 
conditions named. Messrs. Cole and Gilman 
thereupon attached to this telegram a formal 
offer on behalf of Mr. Chamberlain to renew 
the proposition of last winter on this condi- 
tion, saying in substance thatghey would not 
have made such a proposition if the judicial 
dleeision in respect to that amendment of 1860 
had been made previous to the last session of 
the Legislature; that they well understood 
that, as the effect of that decision, the bonds 
had greatly appreciated, and the prospect of 
a more favorable settlement enhanced them: 
but as the proposition had been made, and 
had been adopted in good faith by the 
State, and nearly ali the bonds had been de- 
posited with the State Audiwr, they would 
waive any technical rights they might have 
to withdraw them to await a more favorable 
adjustment. They had now a right to con- 
fidently expect dnd renew the proposition to 
accept 50 cents on the dollar of debt in full 
settlement in new bonds of the same tenor as 
provided in the Adjustment act of last win- 
ter. This document was transmitted to the 
Governar, Who has it now under serious con- 
sideration, and it has been intimated that the 
Governor is strongly inclined to call an extra 
session, and will probably do so; that he 
takes the view that, if this proposition is not 
accepted to settle on terms provided by the 
act of last winter, the opportunity is never 
likeiy to occurs again to settle them on terms 
so favorable for the State.

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MOQUI INDIANS. 
' 


An Interesting Description of the 
„Snake- Dance Cere- 
"mony. 


How the Redskins Prayed for Rain 
and Got It in Torrents. 


One of the Most Horrible and 
Loathsome of Pagan Rites. 


Some months ago Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan be- 
came impressed with the necessity of preserving 
some authentic record of the traditions, cus- 
toms, and religious observances of those Indians 
who have come so little in contact with the 
whites as to have lost but little of their old char- 
acteristics. This work was assigned to several 
officers, among whom was Lieut. John G. Bourke, 
Third Cavalry, Aide-de-Camp to Gen. Crook. He 
has been investigating the customs of the In- 
diang in the northeasteru portion of Arizona, 
the section of country where the White Mount- 
ain Apaches are now making their fight. Lieut. 
Bourke left Fort Apache the day Gen. 
Carr went to arrest the “medicine-man”’ 
who caused all the trouble between the hostites 
and the troops. He was the first white man who 
ever witnessed the snake- dance ot the Moqui 
Indians, one of the alffiliated bands of Apachws. 
His notes, when the work is completed. will form 
the basis of an interesting report to be pub- 
lished by the War De ment, which will be a 
valuable ethnological authority on the Ameri- 
can indian at a period when race is being 
extinguished or civilized. Anticipating the re- 
port, Lieut. Bourke has sent an interesting de- 
scription of this peculiar ceremony to Gen. 
Sheridan. It should be unders that the 
“snake-dance”’ is a religious ceremony occur- 
ring at intervals of three or four years, and is 
an intercession with spirits for 
rain. The Moguis at one end of a 
deep cation, and the other end lives 
a jmissionary. The latter prayed for rain 
unceasingly, but the Indian medicine-men held 
their loatùhsome dance and predicted rain witnin 
twodays. It rained ex two days after ia 
torrents, the inhabitants of the cation being 
nearly swamped out, and Lieut. Bourke and his 
perey narrowly escaping bemg drowned out. 

ollowiny is the portion of bis very interesting 
letter which refers to this peculiar ceremony 
NEVER BEFORE ACCURATELY DESCRIBED: 

Iwill say in as few words as possible that 
the Moquis nad a procession, divided into tvo 
parts—one of the choristers and gourd-rattiers, 
the other of forty-eight men and children, 
twenty-four of whom carried snakes, and the 
other twenty-four as attendants. 
fanning the snakes with eagle feathers. The 
horrible reptiles were carried both in the hands 
and in the mouth. It was a loathsome sight to 
see a long file of naked men carrying these sin- 
uous mousters between their teeth and tramp- 

around along circie to the accompaniment 
of u funeral dirge of rattles and monotonous 
chanting. After a suake had been thus carried 
once around the circle it was deposited in a sa- 
cred lodge of cottonwood saplings, covered with 
a buffaie robe, and its place taken by another. 
Thus it was not hard to calculate the number 
used, which was not far one way or another 
from 10), rather over than under, and 
oge-balf «the number being rattiesnakes. 
procession entered through an arcade, 
marcbed tour times around a great circie em- 
bracmg both the and the sacred 
rock, and then formed in two single ranks, the 
choristers facing towards the precipice, and the 
dancers along a line, fac the sacred lodge. 
The “ bight priest,“ as 1 call kim, took nis sta- 
tion directly in frontof the sacred lodge, and 
between it and sacred ruck, which latter is a 
arim-looking pile of weather-worn sandstone 
twenty or thirty feet high, aay Ae slight re- 
semblance toa human head. At foot of it 
is a niche in whichis a piece of black stone bear- 
sng avery vague appearance to the buman 
trunk. At the base of this idol are many votive 
offerings to propitiate the deity to send plenti- 
ful rains. the procession files around 
little priest sprinkies 
water, using an 
earthern bow! and an eagie feather as a sprink- 
ler. A second medicine-man twiris a peculiar 
sling and makes a noiseSlike the falling ot copi- 
ous sbowers. When the two lines are baited 
facing each other, the dancers, who are at first 
provided with eagie-feathers, wave them gentiy 
downward to the right and left, while the chor- 
isters shake their rattles, making a noise like a 
rattlesnake, and at the same time sing a low 
and not unmusica!l chant. When this is finished 
the high priest hoids the bowl toward the sacred 
lodge, utters a low but audible prayer, and 
sprinkles the ground again with water. The 
singing and feather- wav are repeated, and 
the first scene is over, Nothing at all horribie 
has occurred as yet. But no time is lost before 
the second part of the ceremony commences. 
The choristers remain in their places with the 
high priest, while the dancers two by two, and 
arm in arm, tPamp with a measured tread in a 
long circie, embracing the sacred points already 
mentioned. Your bleed chills as you see heid 
by the left-hand men. 
SNAKES OF ALL KINDS, 
wiggling and-writhing, while the right-hand man 
keeps the reptile distracted by fanning its head 
with eagie feathers. There is no discount on 
this part of the business. The snakes are carried 
in hand and in mouth, and, ag I have already 
said. some of the rattlesnakes were so large 
(over five feet) that the dancer could not grasp 
the whole diameter in his mouth. As the pro- 
cession filed past, the 8quaws threw corn-mea!l 
before them on the ground. These snakes when 
thrown to the earth showed themselves in most 
cases to be extremely vicious and struck at any 
one coming nigh. In such an event a little corn- 
incul was (hgown upon them, and the assistants 
coming up tuned them with the cayle feathers 
until they coiled up and then quickly seized 
them back of the head. After all the snakes 
had been put under the buffalo robe covering 
the sacred lodge, there was another prayer and 
the second scene ended, The third scene com- 
roenced almost immediately and was as follows: 
The snakes were seized in ones, two, and halt 
dozens and tbrown into the circle, where 
they were covered over with corn-meal. 
A signul was given, and a number of 
fleet young men grabbed the snakes in hand- 
fuls, ran at full speed down the almost vertical 
paths in the face of the mesa, and upon reaching 
its foot let them go free to the North, the South, 
the East, and West. e young men theo came 
back ata full ron, dashed through the crowd 
aud on to one of the estufas, where we were told 
they had to swallow a pouon tu induce copivus 
vomiting and to undergo other treatment to 
neutralize uny bites they might have received.

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

A good house, if not a crowded one, wit- 
nessed the second performance this season of 
Cazauran’s adaptation of Sardou's play entitled 
“Mother and Son.“ This drama is one with 
which the Chicago public are somewhat familiar, 
it having been produced here first in 1877, and 
then again in 1879. On the ocdasion of its last 
performance here it was given with substantially 
the same cast that will interpret it this week. 
It is, in eme respects, one of the most strongest 
and most effective plays inciuded in the 
répertoire of the Union Square Company, 
and its effectiveness and strength are 
largely due to the skill of the Ameri- 
can adapter.

From 
the opening of the third act until the curtain is 
finaily rung down at the end of the fifth, the au- 
dience follows each new development in anxious 
suspense, and so cleverly are the situations 
managed, so admiraoly are they led up to, that 
each one as it comes bas the merit of creating a 
genuine surprise. The play is full of fine points, 
of sharp sayings, of well-written dialog. In fact, 
it is difficult to fully appreciate all the 
strong points of the play untilit bas been beard 
more than once, for the first attention is given 
rather to the elaboration of the plot than to its 
niceties of alternating light and shade.

STORY OF A BALLOON. 


How It Went Up, and Then Came 
Down Again—Securely Anchored, the 
Voyagers Await a Favorigg Breeze. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 13.—A correspond- 
ent with the balloon telegraphs from aſtarm- 
house in Ramsey County that, owing to a 
dead calm, which made progress in any di- 
rection, except up or down, impossible, the 
balloon was anchored to wait for a wind. 
Following is a description or the trip: 

“The balloon left the grounds exactly at 


The first rise was to a hight of 3,000 feet. 
Then we settled slightly, and some sand was 
spilled. It only takes about half as much of 
the earthy materia! as was required to com- 
pose Adam to send our delicately-poised ve- 
hicle thousands of feet into space, and in a 
few moments we were 4,000 feet in 
the air. But as we looked upon 
the scene spread out below us, the 
ery arose, ‘We are descending’; and of a 
verity we were, and fast at that. We did 
not care to throw out much more sand, and, 
in the hurry of dropping over the drag-rope, 
part of it was still in coil, so that the earth 
came up to meet us with a great deal more 
rapidity than was pleasant; but foilage is 
soft, and the warning to keep inside the sup- 
porting ropes was heeded, so that, when into 
the tree-tops our car dashed, no one was 
even nervous, and the only damage done 
was the loss of the carefully-prepared 
shelf by Signal-Officer Upton. Fortunately 
he saved his instruments. When the drag- 
rope was at length dropped in shape and 100 
pounds of sand dispensed with, we ascended 
rapidly, though not to any great distance, 
and the end of the drag, resting on the earth, 
kept us almost stationary. At length, find- 
ing we were not making the slightest head- 
way, the Professor concluded to land, and a 
number of men below us took the rope and 
towed us over the treetops and a fence 
through a meadow, and beyond a 
yawning ditch to our anchorage. Hun- 
dreds of pounds of stone soon 
weighted the hydrogen bird’s wings, and 
that king of the air is now cribbed. When 
we will take a fresh start depends entirely 
upon the wind, and we pray earnestly for a 
hard one which will 2 us southward and 
eastward. The meteorological observations, 
Il need scarcely say, have no especial value 
as yet, the hight so far attained bemg com- 
paratively small; but Mr. Upton is thor- 
oughly prepared for our further progress, 
and during its continuance will take observ- 
ations constantly.

$5,000,000 he is investing in his stock- brokers’ 
caravansary in Broad street. Everything has a 
limit—even the fortitude and recklesness of 
born gambiers. I firmly believed that the ter- 
ribie lessons derived from Black Friday, Prairie 
du Chien, Northwest, and other corners had 
rendered them impossible iu the future. But I 
see that I was sadly mistaken, and that with 
the mass of people experience, uuless it be per- 
sonal, goes for very little. Mr. Duff, Mr. Dowd, 
and all the other young engineers of the Hanni- 
bal & St. Jo corner have never been ip corners 
before, and they expect to come out way abead. 
But I'l bet any amount of money that they will 
come out at the wrongend of the horn. Not 
only will they not We able to sell the stock they 


bave accumulated, but the market value of the. 


Hannibal & St. Joe securities will be injured for 
years to come, and Gould and Sage will not rest 
till they have punished every one Connected 
with the corner. These two men had to settle 
for a large amount, but they will get the money 
back, and with heavy interest, you may rest as- 
sured of that. Gould controls the Wabash and 
the bridges over the Mississippi, and can ruin 
the St. Join no time, even if there had been 


anything to ruin in it.“ 

The London Times sees no terrors in the 
“scrambie for gold of which so much has 
lately been said in connection with the move- 
ment of the precious metals from Europe to

There is 
no escape from times of dear moncy. Fortu- 
nately, moderately dear money is not an evil, us 
the prophets of cheapndss are ulways assum!

no means of av oiging it.

This was the case in provisions, wheat, corn, 
and oats; while rye and barley advanced, but 
seemed more like staying up. A great deal of 
property was o@ered that had been held with 
orders to sell When the markets should look as if 


they were likely to decline. This was really the . 


weuk feature of the situation, as it showed 
that a good many people were of the 
opinion that the markets are high.

Jobbers of dry-goods were busy. There was a 
good attendance of buyers anda tree How of 
mail and telegraph orders. Prices remain firm, 
with standard cotton productions showing an 
upward tendency. There was an active move- 
ment in clothing, millinery goods, and boots and 
shoes, prices ruling firm all around. Groceries 
were active and strong. Sugars met with a brisk 
demand, and in response to higher prices at the 
East there was an advance of kc. Coffees, ‘rice, 
sirups, starch, soapa, candles, and in fact every- 
thing in the list was firm. No price changes 
were noted in diary products. They were in 
good demand and were as firm as before. Dried 
fruite were moving freely, and excepting Val- 
incia raisins, which were \c lower, previous 
prices were freely supported. The fish market 
was unchanged. Oils were ürm, with extra lard 
quoted higher at 95c. Coal, leather, pig-iron, and 
bagging were unchanged. 

The hay market shows much firmness for the 
better grades, for which an active inquiry ex- 
ists. Other grades are fuirly active, In broom- 
corn dealers report a light trade, with stocks re- 
duced to a minimum. Green fruits show a 
hardening tendency, especially peaches, pears, 
and grapes. Apples are still plenty. good fruit 
selling at $1.50 per bri, and very choice at $2.25@ 
2.50. Llides, tallow, and grease are steady, with 
no new feature to note. Woolis moving stead- 
ily, the bulk of the sales being of low-grade 
fleeces, which bring low prices. Seeds were 
fairly active, with clover and timothy firm and 
flaxseed steady at Monday's tigures. 

Lake freights were firmer, charters having 
been made at 3c for corn and 4c for wheat.

SENATORS AND D GOVERNORS 


They Buzzed Around the Veterans at 
the Bloomington Reunion Lixe Files 
Around a Sugar Hogshead—Cullom, 
Raum, Atkins, Mann, BRinaker, Lip- 
pincott, Long Jones, Dan Shepard, 
Morrison, Coy, and the Best of the 
Old Gang Were There. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 


Bioomrneron, III., Sept. 12.—-The annual 
reunion of the veterans of IIIInois for this 
year has come and gone. For four days last 
week this beautiful city was fairly overrun 
with veterans and militia and tens of thou- 

ids of citizens, male and female, who still 
love to bask in the sunshine of military 
glory. From day to day your special corre. 
spondents kept Tur TRIBUNE readers advised 
of the magnitude and enthusiasm of the re- 
union, and it now only remains to complete 
the record by cleaning up such odds and ends 
as are not discoverabie until after the multi- 
tude has gone. I regret, in this instance, 
that the odds and ends are not clean-handed. 


Thus in detail: 

The occasion of this reunion was intended 
by its managers and its participants to be one 
purely of a social and friendly character. In 
these respects the veteran, the militiaman, 
and the citizen express theniselves as more 
than pleased. And bema thus pleased, it does 
seem strange that the politician should ob- 
trude his obnoxious presence, and attempt to 
destroy that harmoftly and good-will for 
which the managers and the veterans 80 
earnestly labored to secure. 

The politician was here—here in large 
numbers, here to demoralize and disgust the 
veteran, here to further his own selfish 


ends. Some of the -politicians had the bald 
excuse of a badge reading “Our Guest” 

Others had not eren that spurious excuse. 
But whether guest or not, te oceasion was 
one that of all others politician should 
have jeft severely alone. 

To begin with, Gov. Shelby M. Cullom was 
here, $0 Was Commissioner of internal Rev- 
enue Green B. Raum. Postmaster Smith D. 
Atkins of Freeport, Congressinan T. J. Hen- 
derson of Princeton, Sheriff O. I., Mann of 
Chicago, Gen. John L. Rinaker of Carlinville, 
Gen. Charles E. Lippincott of Chandlerville, 
United States Marshal A. M. Jones and As- 
sistant Postmaster Dan Shepard of Chicago, 
Isaac L. Morrison of Jacksonville, [rus Coy 
ot the Union Stock Yards, Southern Peni- 
tentiary Commissioner James 8. Martin 
Senator John R. Tanner of Louisville, an 
very many other well-known politicians of 
the State were here. In the above list there 
ure perhaps one or two who had legitimate 
business here, but for the remainder and the 
scores of small-fry politicians who invaded 
every veteran headquarters itis well known 
that it was a political, not a social, mission 
that drew them to the reunion. 

It is now no secret that Gov. Cullom is a 
candidate for the United States Senate. 
Probably within twenty-four nours after he 
found he was reélected Governor last year, 
he began the work of securing support for 
the Senate. This has been asserted so often 
and never denied, his friends have been so 
open in their support of him for Senator, 
that were his name printed in the usual 
fashion in the State organ it would not carry 
any more weight with it. 

When President Garfield invited Mr. 
Blainé into his Cabinet, Green B. Raum, who 
was an active Grant man and President o 
Gen. Logan’s third term convention last 
year at Springtield, made preparations 
for vacating the office of Commissioner 
of Internal Revenne and coming home to 
make the canvass either for Governor or 
Senator. He has not been removed from the 
Commisstonership, but he has firmly decided 
to be a candidate for the Senate. Not long 
ago his Mig ve -hand friends, ex-State Treas- 
urer T tidgeway, of Shawneetown, and 
Judea Robert Bell, of Mt. Carmel, told me 
that Gen. Raum was in the hands of his 
friends, and that his friends intended to put 
him in the place of David Davis it they 
could. Gen. Raum is still Commissioner, 
and here I make a side suggestion to Gov. 
Cullom: The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has more paying offices at his dis- 
posal in Illinois than has the Governor of 
Inis. If it be true, as is alleged, that 
Otliccholders hypothecate patronage for sup- 
port in return, haven't you an up-hill fight 
on your hands, Governor ? 

Gen. John I. Rinaker. of all the Senatorial 
aspirants, is truly the soldier candidate. The 
General has some claims upon the Republic- 
an party and many upon old soldiers. He 
wants to be Senator awtul bad. but did not 
intend to come and * work” the reunion with 
that objectin view. Buton Thursday an ar- 
dent admirer ot his, finding that nearly all the 
candidates were on the ground, telegraphed 
him, and so Rinaker came in on the first 
train. 

Congressman Henderson has served so 
long in the Lower House that he thinks pro- 
motion earned. He is an out-and-out aspi- 
rant for the Senate, and was here three days, 
doing the amiable and really making friends, 
for ‘Lom is one of the old-style politicians— 
frank and honest. 

As flies buzz around the brighter lights, so 
did the lesser candidates buzz around the 
greater. With Culloin out of the way, Lieut.- 
Gov. Llamilton beeoines Governor, so he and 
his friends revolved around Cullom and 
helped swell the adulation which—no joke— 
the Governor received to his surfeit. 

Irus Coy, attorney for the Union Stock- 
Yards, wants to be Governor. Irus is a 
shrewd politician, and kind of sailed along 
in the wake of Raum, who has gagerships, 
and storekeepers, and detectives’ places to 
give out. Ir@ will have some votes in the 
convention 1 e lives, but this ainbition of 
his, will be the death of him. 

Sheriff Mann of Chicago wants to be Gov- 
ernor. He worked the reunion openly. He 
says he has a revalation: Tune Democrats 
are certain to nominate Carter Harrison and 
that no man but a Chicago man can beat 
Carter and, says the Sheriff ina calliope 
whisper, I'm that man. So he brought Waite, 
and Dennis Curran, and Herrick, and Pat 
Feeney, and the bys,” down to help * Work 
the reunion. 

Smith Atkins, of Fréeport, a Federal office- 
holder, wants to be Governor, ‘He has Henry 
Dement and all the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict at his back. Ile was a good soldier, is a 
good fellow, and got his work in by being Se- 
lected as first orator on Grant day. 

Col. Foster, of Evanston, who was eom- 
mander of the post, remembering that an 
Evanston man once carried the flag around 
with him till he landed in the executive 
chair, also wants to be Governor. My im- 

ression is that Foster has pooled in with 

zullom. If he has, the fight will be between 
him and Irus Coy. 

And so I might run on indefinitly. In 
every tent, at every headquarters, the politi- 
¢ian was at work. The beauty of our Amer- 
jean system of politics is that oftice is open to 
all, and it isapraisworthy anibition. But 
chure h conferences, funerals, and soldiers’ 
reunions ought to be exempt from the candi- 
dates’ importunities, 

The politician knows neither times nor 
Seasons. Ile is like a blind horse in a tread- 
mill—one ro und completed, he enters upon 
another. It is a long time before another 
2 but, if Cullom, and Raum, and Rin- 
aker and Henderson. and Judge MeCrl- 
2 of Peoria, can get a legislative dis- 
ee he will be that much ahead. 

So of the other candidates. Hence their in- 
dustry. PHocTON.

THE CHICAGO FAIR. 


A Good Display of Live Stock of 
Fancy Breeds. 


But a Poor Exhibition in All Other 


Departments. 


Awards and Premiums to the Best 
Cattle and Horses. 


An Exoiting Steeplechase the Event of 
the Day. 


> 
IN GENERAL. 

The second day of the Chieago Fair opened 
with the perfection of weather, and all looked 
well fora most successful time. There were, 
however, two drawbacks to the affair. The 
fair was not in good shape to be/seen, and the 
expected crowds were not there to see it. lis 
just as impossible to say today what the dimen- 
siona and merits of this show “re as it was yes- 
terday, or, for that matter, a weck ago. Aside 


from the horse and cattle exhibits nothing is in 
order. The bail devoted to the display of 
women's work, fruiss, flowers, vegetaldes, etc., 

is but a barren wild No county fair in 
the second day of its being ever presented such 
a melancholy appem ance, or, if it did, that 
county fair — Hure. 

The same is true—oh! 


y more so—with respect 
to the display of agricuitural implements, A 
few windmills, a half-dozen rakes and reapers 
scattered over u dozen acres of ground, made 
up this part of the fair. Some more enterpris- 
ing firms did send in a creditavle display of 
wagons, buggies, and the like, and some show 
was made ef plows ahd cultivators. But, take 
this part of the display throughout, and it was 
a certain failure. The hoss-trot“ part of the 
arrangement was weil enough, and the aggiom- 
erate attractions were witnessed during tue day 
by possibly 4. 00 people. But as a whole the thing 
was not a success. Nearly balf a week hus 
passed and still there is a general aspect 
of unreadiness about the show. Much may cer- 
tainly be excused on the ground that this is the 
first attempt in that line inthis city, but it is 
not usual for Chicago tofalleven on first at- 
tempts, and in this case, unless the remainder of 
the week belies the prowise of the first two days, 
a failure will have to be scored. 

As a spectacie the thing is u success. No such 
arrangements for the aecommodation of visitors 
or for the seating of those who want to view the 
races, have ever been made in this country. it 
needed yesterday nothing but the crowd of 
spectators to equal the most famous turn- 
outs of modern times. There was the 
grand stand to seat the people and the Sv 
feet of bar for them to range up aguinst—but 
the people were nut there. The police arrange- 
ments, as was stated yesterday, were perfect, 
but even the pick- pockets did not turn-up, prob- 
ably because they hud forecast che thinness of 
the show. The poolsellers went about their 
work in a perfuactory manner, for nobody 
wanted to hazard any money on the resuit of a 
scrub-race in which there was no money put up 
to induce a trial of speed, and even the steepie- 
cbase, which was the event of the day, brought 
out little enthusiasm. 

t may De that today, tomorrow, and Friday 
may m the show. A good program hag 
deen laid out. There is a tine display ef stock, 
which ought to interest the countrymen, and 
something special is offered in the borse line. 
Probably by pe time the fair opens today 
things may be in order, and it may be possible 
to wet a fair idea of the outside attractions. Up 
to date, however, there bas been nothing calcu- 
lated to interest in any way the city visitor, or 
to induce that person to spend an hour and a 
halt on the street-cars in order to reach the 
grounds, On this point it only re- 
mains to sugsest to the West 
Side Raiiroad Company that it would be 
just as easy to change horses at Western av- 
enue as to make fifty or seventy people change 
cars at that point. If tne fair should prove 
really attractive, and, say, 20,000 peopie should 
visit it upon any one day, the utter inutility of 
the street-car service of Chicago would be dem- 

onstrated beyond a peradventure. 

The vigilaut police squelched a cheeky fakir 
who yesterday located himseif directly opposit 
the judges’ stand in the intieid, and ene d in 
roping guileless visitors into some nd of a 
chromo or prize-package swindle. Himself and 
his machinery were gently but firmly escorted 
outside the grounds. This is as it should be.

THE LIVE STOCK. 

To lovers of fine-bred cattle the animals ex- 
hibited in the ring contests yesterday presented 
a sight long to be remembered. The prizes con- 
tended for were almost exclusively those offered 
for dairy cattle, the beavy beef animals not 
being presented. The herds were large in near- 
ly every clase—many of the animals had pre- 
viously carried off the coveted ribbons at sim- 
ilar exbibitions—and, as the sleek, well-fed bo- 
vines were led into the ring from the north end 
of the centre tleid, they were the centre of at- 
traction to every one. 

The biack and white spotted Holsteins were 
first calied out by the judges. These cattle 
were peculiarly marked, presenting to the 
casual observer rather more than the average 
number of excellent points, arising ina great 
measure from their sleek and well-fed appear- 
ance. They were greatly admired by the large 
crowd present. 

The representatives of the famed North Devon 
breed succeeded the Holsteins in the ring. 
These cattle are not only recommended for 
breeding and dairy purposes, but it is claimed 
by advocates of the race that they are second to 
none as meat cattie. 

Following the Devons came the beautiful 
fawn-colored Jerseys or Alderneys, whose chief 
if not sole recommendation is their great value 
as cattiec for dairy purposes, The number of 
contestants in the various classes was very 


large, and the general excellence of the entire 
| herd so marked, that judgment as to merit was 


a very slow and laborious task. 

The final ring show ot the day was of Ayrshire 
cattle. There were not mam of the red and 
white spotted tribe, as compared with breeds 
which preceeded them, although in the decision 
as to merits. particularly in the younger ciasses, 
great difficulty wus experienced by the judges 
in determining to which the prizes should go. 

The facilities for showing borses on the track 
could not be improved, but cattle men complain 
that. owing to the luck of an amphitheatre in 
which to sbow their stock, itis almost impossi- 
bie to excite any interest with the great body of 
visitors. The St. Louis tair-ground is very often 
referred to by the exhibiters. At the latter 
place every facility for a perfect view of the 
cattle ring is afforded in a rand amphitheatre, 
and these shows have become a teading feature 
of the fair. It is not ut all improbabie that the 
Chicago Fair Association will provide like ar- 
rangeinents before next year, 

Today the sheep and swine will be brought to 
judgment, although there will also be exhibi- 
tions in the various classes Of cattie. The day 
will be an extremely busy one, and a very large 
attendance of stockmen is expected.

Lincorn, Neb., Sept. 12.—The soldiers’ re- 
union being over, and likewise the County 
Fair, our citizens to the number of several 
hundred are taking in the State Fair at 
Omaha. The reunion was a great success: 
the County Fair, which unfortunately took 
place at the same time, failed to call forth 
any crowd and is pronounced a failure, while 
the State Fair, if preparations go for any- 
thing, will be one of the best ever known in 
Nebraska. 

The Republican County Convention takes 
place the 4th of October, and the primaries 
are called for the 24th of this month. As the 
time draws near for a settlement of local 
political difficulties, candidates become more 
and more anxious. Just now they are on the 
warpath big, and not a stone is lett unturned 
to accomplish their purposes. It is unfortu- 
nate that there are not more offices, as the 
candidates for places are not only very hun- 
ery but very numerous. 

The regular annual howl about loss of 
crops, etc., is not being indulged in in Ne- 
braska this fall. Periaps it is because crops 
are found to be unusually goou. Corn 1s 
turning out splendidly in some portions of 
the State, and is ordinarily good everywhere. 
Nebraska farmers have no reason to com- 
plain this year, certainly. 

Fall weather has come in earnest, The 
grasses of the prairies are turning brown, 
vast fields of corn, yellow and sere, wave in 
the sun, leaves are falling from the trees. the 
nights are cold, and the days are warm and 
quiet.
